“It is a great pleasure to 
be able to present these 
awards to these five facili- 
ties,” Archer said. “Particu- 
larly deserving are several of 
the school cafeterias which 
have long been the flagships 
of quality food service in 
Garrett County. Even with 
the current economic strife, 
these facilities have eantin- 
ued the excellent level of 
food handling. The other 
three facilities have also 
maintained their high stan- 
dards amid stiff competition 
in stressful times.”

Longer Trucks 
Bill Approved 


The House of Delegates 
has approved a bill that 
would allow longer trucks on 
Maryland highways.

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House Approves 
Lead Paint Bill 


The House of Delegates 
last week overwhelmingly 
approved a bill that would 
provide for the study of the 
effect of lead paint poison- 
ing, particularly, to 
determine the extent to 
which lead poisoning occurs 
in the state and the costs 
involved in compenaating 
and treating victims. 

The bill would allow for a 
15-member commission to be 
set up to study and evaluate 
the data, and would be fund- 
ed by a $5-per-unit fee 
charged to owners of rental 
houses and apartments built 
before 1975. 

The measure was ap- 
proved in a weakened form, 
however, as the original bill 
called for a tax on the sale of 
paint to fund the study 
Lobbyists from the paint 
industry apparently exerted 
enough pressure on the 
legislators to amend the bill 

Lead paint poisoning has 
been called a major environ- 
mental hazard to the health 
of children, and even small 
amounts of lead in the 
bloodstream can reportedly 
cause reduced intelligence. 
behavioral problems and, in 
some cases, even death.

As small town residents sit in their homes each evening 
reading the newspaper or watching television, they feel 
secure. They read or hear about violent crimes being 
committed and seldom think twice about being the victims 
of such horrendous acts. 

The following true story (real names changed to protect 
the victims and, unfortunately, the perpetrators) describes 
the victims’ version of violent crime -- a story that is seldom 
heard by the general public and, at times, barely heard in 
courts of law. While everyone has his side to the story, the 
victim is usually pitied, momentarily, and then the focus 
turns to the criminal, the judicial system, and finally the 
police. Be warned that this story is not for the faint of heart. 
It is gruesome, but it happened. 

Ethel Smith, an attractive 60+-year-old gentle woman, 
sat knitting on her sofa in the living room of her older, 
immaculate home. Her husband, Fred, had gone to bed an 
hour earlier at 9 p.m. and she was enjoying some quiet time. 
Earlier that evening, some teenaged boys had been running 
around the neighborhood, yelling and causing a general 
disturbance. Before retiring, Fred forewarned, “There's going 
to be trouble before the night is over.” 

He probably never dreamed how true that statement was 
about to be and he soon fell asleep. As the noise subsided, so 
did his thoughts of trouble. Ethel had all but forgotten her 
husband's warning as she sat knitting and watching 
television. Outside, new spring snow was blanketing the 
quiet streets of Smalltown and all was right with the world. 

The shouting began again at about 10 p.m. just outside 
Ethel’s living room window. Ethel was chilled by the 
menacing voices and stood up to push a curtain aside and 
peer out the window. Then, instinctively, she changed her 
mind and chose a smaller window on her front door to see 
what all the fuss was about. She instantly recognized two of 
the three neighborhood boys, Ronnie and Jason. Just then, 
Ronnie shouted, “I'm going to ____ her.” (Obscene sexual 
reference) 

Terrified, Ethel screamed, "Fred! Fred” 

Ethel searched her mind to try to make some sense of 
this anger Ronnie felt for her. She had always wished his 
home life would be better. Then she recalled an incident 
when Ronnie stole a church sign posted on a tree across the 
street from her home. She had witnessed the theft and called 
after Ronnie, "Yeu bring that back right now.” He brought 
it back and threw it up against the tree. "Could that possibly 
have made him s0 angry”" she thought. 

At that instant. Ronnie came crashing through a bedroom 
window adjacent to the living room — head first. As he 
lunged toward Ethel, Fred stumbled into the room from a 
dead sleep. Ronnie turned his attention from Ethel to Fred 
and began striking him in the face. Fred struck back and 
delivered a resounding blow to the boy’s face. Ronnie 
appeared unaffected by the force of the assault and Fred and 
Ethel were both positive that the glassy-eyed juvenile was 
high on some sort of drug. "He didn’t even blink when I hit 
him,” Fred later stated. 

Ronnie then cried out, "I’m going to kill you and 
your wife in front of you" 

Ethel had the presence of mind to call 911 for help. 


Tom Donovan, a neighbor and good friend of the Smiths, 
was concerned about his eklerly parents who live a few doors 
down from the Smiths. They, too, had heard the shouting 
and raucous laughter of the juveniles. With the few inches 
of fresh snow on the ground, Tom was able to track the boys 
from behind his parents’ house to an alley. While in the 
alley, he noticed that a window had been shattered in the 
small home of an elderly widow. He continued to follow the 
tracks. They led to the home of the juvenile who would later 
storm the Smith home. Tom went to the door and noticed 
that Ronnie’s house had been trashed as if a “wiki person 
had smashed everything in sight.” When Ronnie saw Tom he 
struck him in the face with some type of club. 

Some time later, Tom heard Ethel's screams. He entered 
the Smith home to find Fred and the juvenile engaged in a 
scuffle. Responding to Ethel’s call, two male rescue squad 
volunteers arrived. Ronnie, now totally out of control, 
grabbed the bottom of Ethel’s skirt. One of the squad 
member had to pry the boy's white-knuckled fingers from 
Ethel’s skirt - one finger at a time. It took all four men to 
subdue the boy. At one point, he cried out, “Dad! Dad" 
Ronnie’s father, himself a troubled man, had been killed in 
an automobile accident some years ago 

Something red dribbled from the boy's mouth onto the 
Smith’s furniture. It was not blood. He announced that he 
had LSD in his pocket. The boy continued with his 
profanity. "I'll __ you men in the ___. Have you ever had 
it that way?” 

All the while, Ethel thought how tragic it was that this 
boy had already lost the innocence of youth. 

Some 40 minutes after the call for help, the police arrived. 
They began taking statements from the Smiths. The boy was 
taken to the hogpital by a police officer and because of state 
budget cuts, the policemen who initially arrived at the scene 
had to leave because their shift was over and they were 
allowed no overtime. The next shift arrived and the Smiths 
had to tell their horrible story once more. 

The sister of the mother of the juvenile admitted that she 
had cleaned up the mess at Ronnie’s home. The mother had 
gone out for the evening. The other two juveniles who had 

stood outside yelling with Ronnie were long gone. The 
Smiths weren't sure if they had been captured or if there 
would be any charges filed against them. Ronnie was 
transferred to a juvenile treatment center downstate, 
pending a juvenile hearing. Mrs. Smith fears that he will be 
released and seek revenge. 

Fred and Ethel want to see justice done. They feel for the 
plight of Ronnie and his unstable life, but they also fear for 
their own safety and for the safety of their law-abiding 
neighbors - many of whom are eklerly and cannot fend for 
themselves. Not only were the Smiths victims of crime, they 
also feel they were victims of the system. And they know in 
their hearts it’s not over. Their lives will never quite be the 
same. They fear that the same thing -- or worse - will 
happen if Ronnie is released prematurely. An even sadder 
fact is that Ronnie is the little brother's idol. Neither boy 
has a positive role model at home and isn’t that the cause of 
80 much trouble in our society today? Fred and Ethel no 
longer think, “Not in my town.” 
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We thank the communities we have served for so many years, for 
they have come to our support so tremendously during our time of sadness.

In those sports any 
given team qualifying for 
post-regular season playoffs 
competesonly against schools 
of the same classification, 
such as lA -er- OA den 
example, the 1991 Norther 
varsity football team ¢om- 
peted first WIthtHE2n bther 
class 1A teams for a state 
playoff berth, andthen again 
inthe playoffs. Ultimately, of 
course, the team would have 
had to surpass 26 others to 
winthe championship. At no 
point was a 2A teamcompet- 
ing with Northern for the 
Maryland 1Acrown. Larger 
achoolscompeted respectively 
for the 2A, 3A or 4A title, as 
there were actually four dis- 
tinct tournaments going on 
simultaneously. The playoff 
systems for volleyball, bas- 
ketball, and baseball are simi- 
lar 

Maryland wrestling, by 
contrast, offersonly twotour- 
naments, one for 3A and 4A 
schools, and another for 1A 
and 2A teams, meaning that 
the competition is consider- 
ably tougher, all the more so 
for 1A wrestlers (like 
Northern's) fighting 2A grap- 
plers, and fur 3A competitors 
facing 4A opposition. (This 
would be similar tothe Hus- 
kies playing schools the size 
of Fort Hill or Allegany for 
the state football title.) North- 
erm and Southern, of course, 
both compete in the 1A/2A 
tourney that features 61 
schools. 

Toput the wrestling play- 
offs into proper perspective, 
remember that Northern 
could win the state football 
title by besting 26 class 1A 
teams.

stunned, but Ezell finally 
realized what had happened 
and pounced on Beitzel for 
the effortless takedown and 
two free points. 

Beitzel worked his way 


back up to hia hands and 


knees and at literally the last 
second broke free of Ezell and 
went behind him for what 
would have been anovertime- 
forcing reversal. But the ref- 
eree ruled that Beitzel had 
not won control before time 
expired, givinghiminsteada 
single-point escape that 
merely made the narrow loss 
all the more heartbreaking 

He concludes his state 
career on a winning note at 
5-4 (including last year’s 
three winsand two defeats), 
with a fourth place finish 
and, like Burgess, a final six 
finish, the two best showings 
fora heavyweight in county 
history. 

Northern got a surprise 
from its 189-pound entry, 
Jason Fazenbaker (25-6). A 
junior in his first varsity sea- 
son, Fazenbaker entered 
states asa number four seed 
facing aregion champion in 
the first round. 


Statistically, in both of 
this year's tournaments (1A/ 
2A and3//4A are heldsimul- 
taneously side-by-side), there 
were a total of 108 prelimi- 
nary round match-ups be- 
tween region champions 
(number one seeds) and 
fourth place region finishers 
(number four seeds). Out of 
those 108 contests, the top 
seeds won 100times, an indi- 
cation ofhow difficult it is for 
a number four to upset a 
number one. Upsets occur- 
ring by pin were rarer yet, 
and happened only twice 
among the same 108 bouts. 
Pinfall upsets in the first 
period occurred at a rate of 
incidence less that one per 
cent. 

Fazenbaker did not get 
offto his best start ever in the 
first round. At only 1:15 into 
the fight, he was struggling 
to keep his shoulder blades 
out of the danger zone. But 
he suddenly gave upon rock-

period ofthe first round by a 
first-year contender. If this 
surprised Brennan, it as- 
tounded others: Fazenbaker 
had registered what would 
be the only firat period pinfall 
upset in both 1A/2A and 3A/ 
4A tournaments. 

In the quarterfinals, 
Fazenbakerhit with another 
pin, knocking out 
Joppatown’s Matt Miller (18- 
7) in the second period. In 
hoth of these victories, 
Fazenbaker basically over- 
powered the opposition with 
brute strength, much as he 
has done all season. Some 
wrestlers go their entire ca- 
reer relying on overwhelm- 
ing shows of strength that 
specialize in one or two pin- 
ning techniques. Unfortu- 
nately, such wrestlers never 
learn the other aspectsof the 
sport - takedowns, reversals, 
rides and eacapes -- and the 
tournament day comeawhen 
they need these othar tech- 
niques to win, but the akills 
just aren’t there. In 

Fazenbaker’s third contest, 
it isentirely possible that he 
was the strongest opponent 
Chris Kretsinger (26-1) of 
Smithsburg had faced all 
year, but pure power finally 
failed, as Kretsinger took a 
quick pin over Fazenbaker 
inthe senufinals. Fazenbaker 
wasstill alive in consolation 
action, but Beall’s Jason Cut- 
ter (20-6) eliminated him in 
his fourth match, 5-1. 


Considering that Fazen- 
baker entered states aa a 
number four seed in his firat 
year, he did astonishingly 
well -- not only in achieving 
the statistically near-impos- 
sible in the first round, but 
also in claiming a final six 
finish. Here is a wrestler 
with much of the drive of 
Allen Bittinger, and if 
Fazenbakercan committoa 
week oreventwoof wrestling 
camp this summer, he can 
claimeven more glory at next 
year’s states, but he desper- 
ately needs heavy doses of 
intensified instruction, and 
fast. 

Theeight individual vic- 
tories by Bittinger, Beitzel, 
and Fazenbakercombined to 
give Northern 28 points for 
an 11th place finish, the sec- 
ond best finish in county his- 
tory. Northern took fifth in 
1990. 

In every tournament, 
there is the bad with the 


good, and two Ramaran into 
the bad. Senior Jason Rush 
(130-pound, 24-5) also en- 
tered the competition as a 
number four seed going up 
against aregion champion, a 
very powerful Jack Bauman 
(25-1) of Mardella, and this 
time the outcome was more 
typical of the odds, as Rush 
fell 12-3 and was eliminated 
immediately. His graduation 
will challenge Coach Terry 
Kendall with a large gap to 
befilled in next season’sline- 
up. 

Pete Strawser, a sopho- 
more (23-3), was eliminated 
by technical fall in the pre- 
liminary round at the hands 
of Chris Shelly (23-5) of Dam- 
ascus. The defeat was espe- 
cially painful because only 
the week before, Strawserhad 
come within arazor’sedge of 
winning the region champi- 
onshipin overtime. 

After a tournament like 
this one, some may find it 
easy to ask why Rush and 
Strawser didn’t win also. The 
answer isalsoeasy: Each one 
did it by first beating out the 
45 others in his weightclass, 
across the state who just 
weren't good enough for the 
Maryland State Wrestling 
Tournament.

Returns From 
Saudi Arabia 


Chief Warrant Officer II 
David T. Ward returned 
from duty in Seudi Arabia 
on March 19. 

Ward, a 1983 graduate of 
Northern High School, is the 
son of Mildred E. Rode- 
heaver, Oakland, and the 
step-son of the late Donald 
E. Rodeheaver Sr. 

Ward enlisted in the U.S. 
Army in July 1983 and 
served as a track vehicle 
mechanic in Baumholder, 


Germany, and Fort Riley, 
Kansas. After being selected 
for Warrant Officer Candi- 
date School in 1987 and 
graduating from that school 
in 1988, he was stationed at 
Fort Polk, La. He was de- 
ployed to Southwest Asia in 
August 1991 for Operation 
Desert Farewell. 

Ward served as a mainte- 
nance technician for tactical 
wheel vehicles while as- 
signed to the Ist Area Sup- 
port Group in Dhahran, 
Saudi Arabia. The unit's 
mission was to retrograde all 
equipment, supplies, ammu- 
Nition, and tools back to the 
owning units that hed al- 
ready returned to their home 
stations. Ward also provided 
the only direct and general 
support maintenance ele-

How Accurate Are Pregnancy Tests? 


Prior to 1976 in the U.S., women had to visit health 
clinics or physicians to have their blood or urine 
analyzed to determine if they were pregnant. Home 
pregnancy test kits changed all that. Now there are a 
venety of home tests available, and with each new 
edition they get easier to use. Many kits come with a 
toll-free telephone number so that confused or con- 
cerned users can speak with informed persons regard- 


Hometests detect the presence of the hormone human 
chorionic gonadotropin (HCG) in the urine. Normally, 
this hormone is produced only by pregnant women. 
Tests are sensitive and can identify HCG as quickly as 
one day after a missed period. 

Some manufacturers claim that their tests accurately 
detect pregnancy over 99% of the time when used by 
laboratory technicians. This makes home tests as 
eccurate as those available to physicians and commer-

Inhonoroftheircourage, 
Virginia Power earlier this 
month presented both men 
with its highest honor, the 
Award of Valor. Virginia 
Power presents this award 
only in instances whereem- 
ployees risk harm to them- 
selves to save another per- 
son. In the seven years in 
which this award has been 
presented, only six out of 
nearly 13,000employeeshave 
received it.

includes creating a new six- 
percent personal income tax 
bracket for Marylanders 
with taxable incomes of 
$100,000 or more; raising 
the state’s 18.5 cents-a-gal- 
lon gasoline tax to 23.5 cents 
a gallon; taxing the sale of 
“gas-guzzling’ vehicles and 
giving tax breaks on the sale 


of fuel-efficient vehicles, 
raising the tax on a pack of 
cigarettes from 16 to 36 
cents, expanding the state's 
five percent sales tax to 
include snack foods, food 
sold in cafeterias, prepared 
foods sold in grocery stores 
and newspapers, and giving 
the 24 local jurisdictions the 
authority to raise their maxi- 
mum piggyback income tax 
rates from 50 to 60 percent 
Both the House and Sen- 
ate budget plans will now go 
to a six-member conference 
committee, whose members 
will try to work out a com- 
promise that will then re- 
quire majority approval from 
both chambers for passage.

HOW TO 
"HAVE IT ALI” 
March 29, 1992 


Background Scripture: 

Mark 8:27 through 9:13. 
Devotional Reading: 

Isaiah 55:1-13 

If'Madison Avenue were put 
in charge of handling publicity 
and promotion for Chriatianity 
and were given Mark 8 as their 
reapurce material, | can pretty 
well imagine their reaponse. 
They would play up Peter's con- 
feasion of Jeaua aa the Christ 
(8:27-30) and eliminate entirely 
Jesus’ words in the rest of the 
chapter 

Jesus, Mark tells ua, did just 
the opposite. When, in answer 
to Jesus’ question, "But whodo 
you say that | am?", Peter re- 
plies, "You are the Christ,” 
Jeaus “charged them to tell no 
one about him.” Why? I think 
Jesus wanted them to keep this 
a secret because he knew he 
would have to change thair 
popular understanding of the 
Measiah. If his followers ware 
going to recogniaa him as the 
Christ, he didn't want them to 
continue in their ignorance of 
the real menning of this com- 
mon term. For him, being the 
Messiah meant something quite 
different from the popular un- 
derstanding. Many of them 
would expect that he would lead 
a popular uprising against their 
Roman occupiers. 

A TURN-OFF 

So what does being the Christ 
involve? Answer. the very things 
that are likely to diacourage 
people from followinghim. "And 
he began toteach them that the 
Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be rejected by the 
elders and the chief prieata and 
tha acribee, and be killed, and 
after three days riaa egain” 
(8:31). Wacan understand how 
Peter muat have felt when he 
heard this and contradicted 
Jeaus forcefully. A suffering, 


dying Measiah is not what we 
want tv hear about. But that is 
exactly what Jesus promised 
us. And this is not a little dis- 
agreement of opinion, Jeaus’ 
response to this is haesh: "Get 
behind me, Satan. For you are 
not on the sile of God, but of 
men* (8:33) 

Not only is Jesus' conception 
of the Messiah a guaranteed 
turn-off for some people, but 
his conception of a Christian 
follower is no less disturbing: 
"If any man would come after 
me, let him deny himself and 
take up hiscroas and follow me” 
(8:34b). Imaginejuat whatkind 
of results we'd have in finding 
and enlisting new members if 
those words of Jesus were at 
the very top of their member- 
ship application! Join ua here 
at St. Alban'’s Church and 
we can practically guaran- 
tee you a croaa! 

NO SACRIFICES, PLEASE 

This would be a turn-off be- 
cause none of us want to be in 
the position of sacrificing any- 
thing, least of all ourselves. We 
become Christians to get some- 
thing, not give it. We join the 
church for the sake of being 
protected from danger, not to 
subject ourselves to it. We go to 
church so that we can be as- 
sured of happineas and peace of 
mind. Least of all does anyone 
want to lose his or her life, 
regardless of how worthy the 
cause. 

That's the part Madison 
Avenue promoters would want 
todown-play. But, only because 
they -- and millions of others -- 
have missed the point. Being 
willing to lay down one's life 
doesn't mean that we will lose 
it; but, in fact, itis the only way 
to save it. "For whoever would 
save his life will lose it; and 
whoever loses his life for my 
sake and the gospel’s will save 
it” (8:35). Jesus also says, "For 
what does it profit a man, to 
gain the whole world and for- 
feit his life?” (8:36). The fact of 
it is that lote of people -- myself 
included sometimes -- say, “I'd 
rather have the whole world, if 
you don't mind.” 

Our problem isthat wedon't 
realize that the only way to 
"have it all," is to be willing to 
“give it all away."

So how does Margolis do it? 
“There are months and months 
of preparation here,” he says

an error” 

The show is carefully script- 
ed, but host Billy Crystal will 
be given a free rein “He's so 
clever, and he's so fast.” says 
Margolis. “An awful lot of 
what he does on the show is ad 
lib” 

The one thing over which 
Margolis has no control is ac- 
ceptance speeches. (Winners 
are asked to limit them to 40 
seconds.) “They've all watched 
enough award shows,” he says. 
“I'm sure that some of them 
have been sitting at home in 
their living rooms saying. 
Gee, I wish that guy would get 
off the stage. And I’m sure 
they've also said. ‘Wow, what a 
good speech © right to the 
point, thanked all the proper 
people and got off.’ Hopefully. 
they'll do the same for 
themselves ” 

Where is Margolis on Oscar 
night? Backstage supervis- 
ing? Setting up camera an- 
gles” In the audience enjoying 
the show” 

Margolis laughs. “No, no. 
I'm the director,” he says. "I’m 
in a remote truck, looking at a 
monitor wall, wearing a head- 
set. talking to over 200 people, 
actually getting the show on 
the air. I talk to all of the cam- 
eramen and tell them what I 
want, all of the soundmen and 
tell them what I want. And I 
call the cues to change the 
scenery, and I cue the present- 
ers out. It's an astronomical 
responsibility.”

Stevenson shines 


in ‘A Doll’s 


House’

Ithough the works of Nor- 
wegian playwright Hen- 

rik Ibsen have been around for 
some time, it takes a staging 
of his work “A Doll's House” 
(PBS. March 29) and the f1- 
nesse of “Masterpiece The- 
atre ” to remind us how con- 
temporary dramatists pale in 
comparison to the profundity 
and timelessness of Ibsen Set 
in 19th-century Norway, the

drama describes the relation- 
ship between a husband who 
demands strict obedience and 
childish devotion from his 
young wife. Nora. and the 
events that lead Nora to ques- 
tion her own role in society 

Juliet Stevenson. as the cod- 
died and deliriously naive wife 
at the center of the play. 
brings to life the complexity of 
Nora with her every word and 
gesture Stevenson's perfor- 
mance flawlessly meets the 
demands of the material, by 
covering the play's breadth 
and many shifts of emotion 

Trevor Eve. as her husband 
Torvald. is at first seductive in 
his apparent devotion to his 


wife, then menacing because 
of his utter dominance. Eve 
handles his role with an 
aplomb that matches, but nev- 
er surpasses, Stevenson's. Tor- 
vald seems crazy about Nora. 
but she’s a silly creature of his 
own invention, which is what 
makes her so endearing to her 
husband Ibsen. who first pre- 
sented “A Doll's House” in 
1879, also reminds us that calls 
for female emancipation have 
predated American suffrag- 
ists and ‘70s feminists 
e Molly Ringwald. who is 
well-known for her perfor- 
mances in teen films. takes on 
more substantial material in 
“Something to Live For The 
Alison Gertz Story” (ABC. 
March 29), the true story of a 
New York woman who was di- 
agnosed with AIDS at age 22 
TV movies have not come 
close to exhausting the AIDS 
dialogue, they usually stick to 
stories like this, which work on 
the perverse logic that if “nor- 
mal” people can get AIDS, the 
government will start paying 
more attention This one has 
an interesting slant. however 
For the first time this privi- 
leged middle-class girl, 
through her disease. experi- 
ences what it’s like to be on the 
outside, to be ostracized by 
friends and treated as a poten- 
tial contaminant by hospital 
staff The film is heavy on the 
melodrama, but forgivably so 
e With a nod to “The Silence 
of the Lambs.”

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Taxpayers Filing 
Quickly, Making 


Fewer Mistakes 


Maryland State Comptrol- 
Jer Louis L. Goldstein said 
taxpayers are not only filing 
theirstate income tax earlier 
this year, they're making 
fewer mistakes fillingout the 
forms. 

The income tax division 
of the comptroller'sofficehas 
received one million state re- 
turns so far. With the April 
15th deadline less than one 
month away, the comptroller 
noted that the error rate on 
returns processed so far is 
approximately 6%, compared 
to the 9% error rate at this 
time last year. 

“Clearly, taxpayers have 
been listening to our mes- 
sage: ‘be careful, don’t rush, 
read the instructions, double- 
check your return and call 
us if you have questions,” 
Goldstein said. 

One the biggest areas of 
improvement concerns the 
dollar value of the personal 
exemptions taxpayers can 
correctly claim on their Mary- 
landreturn. Thecomptroller 
said taxpayers have made 
50% fewer mistakes in this 
area alone, compared to last 
year. “But despite that dra- 
matic improvement, we have 
still found more than 2,300 
returns with personal exemp- 
tion errors Taxpayers should 
be sure to complete the ex- 
emptions area on the top of 
their return very carefully, 
and write the correct dollar 
value for their personal ex- 
emptions on line 58 of their 
form.” Goldstein said. 

The comptroller also re- 
minded married couples fil- 
ing combined separate Mary- 
land returns using Columns 
Aand Bto write the number 
ofexemptions being claimed 
by each spouse at the top of 
the appropriate column.

The comptroller noted 
that the most common error 
sofar this year centers on the 
standard deduction, which is 
used by nearly 63%of Mary- 
land taxpayers. “We've dis- 
covered nearly 9,500 returns 
with errors in the standard 
deduction calculation, which 
is about the same as last 
year'slevel,” he said. “Please 
read Instruction 16 and use 
thecorrect worksheet in your 
Maryland tax packet to de- 
termine the correct standard 
deduction for your filing situ- 
ation.”

income was less than the 
amount requiring them tofile 
a tax return at all. “More 
than5,200returns have been 
filed by taxpayers whoearned 
leasthan the amount required 
to file. Taxpayers should 
study the filing requirements 
listed in Instruction | of the 
state tax packet carefully,” 
Goldstein said. 

The comptroller noted 
that, forexample, single tax- 
payers don't have to file a 
return unless their income 
was $5,550 or more in 1991. 
“If you earned less than the 
amountrequiring you tofile 
- but state tax was withheld 
from your pay - you can file 
the easy Form 123 to claim 
your refund. Form 123 has 
just fivelines and takes only 
minutes to complete,” 
Goldstein said. 

More and more taxpayers 
are successfully computing 
theirtax, however, usingthe 
tax tablesor a special sched- 
ule for incomes over $100,000, 
the comptroller noted. 

“We've seen a 36% drop 
in the number of mistakes in 
figuring their Marylandtax. 
We expanded the tax tables 
this year to allow taxpayers 
with taxable incomes of up to 
$100,000 to use them to fig- 
ure theirtax,” Goldstein said. 

He added that the 2,074 
returns with tax table errors 
emphasized the need for tax- 
payers touse the tablescare- 
fully when locating theircor- 
rect tax amount among the 
columnsof figures. 

There is also a 32% drop 
in the number of errorscom- 
mitted in calculating 
Maryland's earned income 
credit, compared tolast year's 
activity. 

The comptroller noted 
that, eventhough the dimin- 
ishing error rate on earned 
income credit returns was a 
good sign, 1,180 returnsstill 
showed errors in calculating 
thecredit. 

“If you qualify for a fed- 
eralearnedincomecredit, you 
can claim one-half of that 
amountasa Marylandearned 
income credit,” Goldstein 
said. “Many filers are claim- 
ing the full federal credit in 
error.” 

The comptroller offered 
the following tipsto taxpay- 
ers still working on their re- 
turns: 

* double-check all entries 
and calculations; 

* if you're claiming the 
standard deduction, use the 
correct worksheet for your 
filing status; 

* if you're itemizing de- 
ductions, remember to attach

Farm Bureau last week 
urged President Bush not 
to back away from his ear 
lier pledge to achieve atrade

Bush was scheduled to 
meet with German Chan 
cellor Helmut Kohl this past 
weekend, reportedly to dis 
cuss, among other things, a 


new European Community 
proposal to resolve the im 
passe in the agricultural 
trade negotiations 

News reports last week 
said that Kohl hoped to per- 
suade Bush to make a key 
concession by accepting a 
freeze on future U.S ex 
porta of cereal substitutes - 
corm gluten and manioc - at 
current levels In turn, the 
EC would accept GATT Di- 
rector-General Arthur 
Dunkel’s proposal for 24 
percent cuts in EC grain 
exports 

The EC has repeatedly 
called for permission to shift, 
or “rebalance,” existing sub- 
sidies to crops that are now 
unsubsidized 

An agreement must pro- 
vide for more open access 
for U S farm exports in for- 
eign markets, American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
President Dean Kleckner 
said in a letter to Bush. “It 
must not legitimize pro-

gramsthat have been found 
to be inconsistent with 
GATT rules -- such as the 
EC'soilseed subsidy system 
- or allow the creation of 
new import barriers such 
asthe EC’s rebalancing pro- 
posal for non-grain feed in- 
gredients.” 

Kleckner reminded 
Bush that the rebalancing 
concept “13 of deep concern’ 
toU.S farmers 

‘Rather than use tradi- 
tional methods in GATT to 
withdraw a trade conces- 
sion and erect a new trade 
barrier, the EC is hoping to 
use the Uruguay Round to 
accomplish the samething, ° 
Kleckner said. “We object 
to the use of the multilat 
eral trade negotiations to 
justify new trade barriers 
just as we believe the EC 
would object if the United 
States tried to use the Uru- 
guay Round to limit wine 
imports.” 

Bush told Farm Bureau 
members at the AFBF an- 
nual meeting in Kansas City 
that his administration “will 
settle for nothing less than 
a GATT agreement that 
expands markets and in- 
creases (export) opportuni- 
ties,” Kleckner pointed out. 

“The rebalancing pro- 
pusal clew ly fails that test,” 
the farm leader said.

U.S. Trade Representa- 
tive Carla Hills said last 
week that the U.S. “would 
never accept the EC 
rebalancing concept ... even 
Mr Dunkel has said he 
duesn't believe rebalancing 
1s good trade policy,” noting 
its absence from the Dunkel 
text. 

The Dunkel text, cur- 
rently the basis ofthe stalled 
agricultural talks, would 
cut all farm subsidies by 36 
percent and cut grain ex- 
port volumes by 24 percent. 

Kleckner said Farm Bu- 
reaubelievesaGATT agree- 
ment must result in sub- 
stantial reductions in ex- 
port subsidies in both bud- 
getary and quantity terms 
“We would prefer deeper 
percentage cuts than those 
proposed by GATT Director 
Dunkel, or a longer imple- 
mentation period tu achieve 
the same result,” he said.

FB Urges Risk-Benefit Balance 
In Pesticide Legislation 


Farmers want safe agri- 
cultural chemicals and to 
use them safely, Farm Bu- 
reau testified last week ata 
House Agriculture subcom- 
mittee hearing on the Pesti- 
cide Safety Improvement 
Act (H.R. 3742.) 

The hearing was one in 
a series being held on pesti- 
cide regulation by the I louse 
Agriculture Committee 
Because the Federal Insec- 
ticide, Fungicide and Ro- 
denticide Act is up for 
reauthorization this year, 
it is seen as @ instrument to 
carry amendments to 
change the federal pesticide 
law. 

Due to election year poli- 
tics and the “lose-lose situa- 
tion” most members of Con- 
gress find themselves in 
when dealing with pesticide 
regulations, there probably 
won't be any legislation 
passed this year, according 
to John Datt, executive di- 
rectorofthe Amencan Farm 
Bureau Federation's Wash- 
ington office. 

Mark Maslyn, an AFBF 
assistant director of na- 
tional affairs, tuld the sub- 
committee that famners' and 
ranchers’ livelihoods de- 
pend on consumer confi- 
dence and acceptance that 
their products are safe and 
nutritious 

Maslyn urged the sub- 
committee to establish a 
regulatory framework that 
strives to protect the public 
against unreasonable risks, 
not all risks. “Nature is not 
benign, norislife risk-free,” 
he said 

“Farm Bureau supports 
efforts to replace the 
Delaney Clause (of the Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act) 
with a negligible risk stan- 
dard’ and strongly favors 
the approach the commit- 
tee has taken in calculating 
dietary exposure by using 
the “whole crop” approach, 
he testified 

The Delaney Clause is 
based on a “zero-risk” stan- 
dard. A “negligible risk” 
standard would evaluate 


the benefit of a chemical 
compared to the amount of 
risk involved in using it. 

The “whole crop” ap- 
proach differs from the cur- 
rent method by balancing 
the risks and benefits of all 
pesticides being used on a 
particular crop, instead of 
focusing on risks and ben- 
efits of each pesticide for all 
of its uses. 

Farm Bureau also sup- 
ports efforts to accelerate 
the cancellation process, 
Maslyn said. “For the sake 
of public confidence in our 
regulatory process, it is 
clear that the time it takes 
to cancel pesticides deter- 
mined to pose unreasonable 
risks should be shortened.” 

In addition, the health 
and economic benefits of 
safe agricultural chemical 
use should continue to be 
considered, “We don't want 
decisions to be made in a 
vacuum without consider- 
ing all aspects of the situa- 
tion,” Maslyn said. "Society 
has benefitted tremen- 
dously from our production 
capabilities and from public 
policies that have carefully 
considered and balanced 
risk and benefits.” 

Asaresult of technologi- 
cal advances, Maslyn said, 
“thiscountry has grown and 
our farmers have responded 
to the demands of consum- 
ers by producing high-qual- 
ity and low-cost food.” 

Maslyn testified, “Agri- 
cultural chemicals are an

integral part of modem 
farming systems and are 
currently the best available 
and most practical technol- 
ogy for farmers and ranch- 
ers.” 


Animal Health 
Concerns Must 
Be Addressed 


Animal health concerns 
must be properly addressed 
in a North American free 
trade agreement, according 


to Terry Beals, Texas state 
veterinarian and executive 
director of the Texas Ani- 
mal Health Commission. 
Speaking at a recent 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation-sponsored 
cattle/hog cycle forum, Beals 
saidthe most prominent dis- 
eases affecting the U.S., 
Canada and Mexico are bo- 
vine tuberculosis and 
brucellosis, both of which 
have human health aspects 
Other problems are fever 
ticks, screwworm, scabies 
and other animal diseases, 


he said 

“IL beheve these problems 
can be addressed on scien- 
tifically and technically ap- 
propriate levels,” Beals said 

le suggested that infor- 
mation about a disease 
should be validated and if 
unnecessary restrictions 
exist, work should be done 
to remove them. In addi- 
tion, he said, it 1a important 
to develop and employ a 
risk-assessment technique 
to produce a reliable nu- 
merical value for an aver- 
age risk of a disease enter- 
ing the U.S. and spreading 

Beals explained that 
there must be an established 
method of deciding what is 
an acceptable risk and the 
poasible consequences of a 
disease orcondition travers- 
ing an international bound- 
ary. This method should be 
determined and evaluated 
in light of the newest devel- 
opments. 

These steps could lead 
to a method for livestock 
movement across borders 
based on valid disease facts, 
and to reliable risk assess- 
ment of a disease entering 
the U:S. with the least pos- 
sible impact on free trade, 
he said. 

Communications must 
remain on a highly ethical 
and moral level, Beals con- 
cluded, and the process 
must be based on scientifi- 
cally sound, verifiable in- 
formation and data, 
uninfluenced by political 
considerations.

Proposal To Waive 


CDL Made By FHA 

The Federal Highway 
Administration is proposing 
to authorize states to waive 
seasonal employees of farm- 
related service industries 
from commercial driver's 
license knowledge and skill 
testing requirements. A sea- 
sonal driver is a person 
employed in agriculture 
exclusively during certain 
seasons or periods of the 
year. Seasonal drivers 
would be issued restricted 
licenses only for farm-re- 
lated work. 


Child Labor Law 
Changes Proposed 


Employers who know- 
ingly violate child] aborlaws 
could face heavy penalties 
under S. 600, the Child La- 
bor Amendments of 1992, 
recently approved by the 
Senate Labor Committee. 


The bill’s supporters 
claim that more than 
100,000 children under 18 
are injured every year in 
accidents where employer 
negligence 1s involved. 

According to Libby 
Whitley, an American Farm 
Bureau Federation assis- 
tant national affairs direc- 
tor, the measure would pro- 
hibit the hiring of anyone 
13 and under to work in 
agriculture, except mem- 
bers of the farmer's own 
family. 


Farmers could be sub- 
ject to fines up to $10,000 
per person for hinng school- 
age children to help during 
summers and after school 
in all types of agricultural 
employment, Whitley said. 
This includes many jobs 
currently performed by 
teens in many states, for 
example, corm detasselling 
in Iowa, strawberry and 
asparagus harvesting in 
Oregon and Washington, 
roadside stand operations 
in Massachusetts, and dairy 
operations in Minnesota and 


employment. Not having 
such a certification would 
be punishable by a $10,000 
fine per person. 

Farmers often need to 
hire help immediately dur- 
ing haying, in fruit harvests 
when early frosts threaten 
or in field vegetable har- 
vests if the crop begins to 
ripen early. If a farmer had 
to obtain state certification 
prior to hiring workers, it 
could eliminate his ability 
tohire workers. By the time 
the certificate is issued, 
Whitley said, the crop could 
have failed. 

The Bush administra- 
tion is opposed to the bill, 
she said, and has threat- 
ened to veto the measure. 
Floor action in the Senate 
has not been scheduled.

Maryland Farmers 
Voluntary Atrazine 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L 
Walker has announced that 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture is planning a 
voluntary “Best Manage- 
ment Practices” program for 
farmers using the herbicide 
atrazine. The program, to 
be introduced on a localized 
basis this spring and imple- 
mented on a statewide ba- 
sis in the fall of 1992, is 
designed to reduce poten- 
tial for atrazine to reach 
drinking watersupplhesand 
to reduce runoff into the 
Chesapeake Bay or its tribu- 
taries. 

“Atrazine is the second 
most widely used pesticide 
in Maryland, being applied 
to control weeds mainly in 
corn and sorghum. Alsu, it 
is one of the pesticides most 
often found in water sources 
in Maryland,” said Walker. 


Atrazine Advisory Com- 
mittee members include 
growers, pesticide dealers 
and applicators, extension 
specialists, pesticide manu- 
facturers, and representa- 
tives from USDA Soil Con- 
servation Service and De- 
partments of Agriculture 
and Environment. The Com- 
mittee will identify state- 
specific management prac- 
tices tailored to Maryland 
conditions and will develop 
an implementation plan to 
encourage grower adoption

of the management pro- 
gram 

An atrazine manage- 
ment program will use a 
variety of best management 
practices (BMI”s), many of 
which will be effective for 
use with any type of pesti- 
cide. The BMI’s will include 
information about cultural 
controls, proper handling 
and application of pesticide, 
use of crop rotations, select- 
ing crops that compete with 
weeds, tillage practices, 
scouting for weeds, applica- 
tor certification, following 
label directions, chemical 
storage, mixing procedures, 
sprayer calibration, mini- 
mizing runoff, pesticide dis- 
posal or emergency man- 
agement. 

Educational and infor- 
mational materials will be 
distributed to farmers, pes- 
ticide applicators and deal- 
ers as a part of a grower 
awareness program. Also, a 
rural well water survey will 
be conducted as growers will 

be offered test kits to sample 


their well water and submit 
for analyms for the pres- 
ence of atrazine. Results of 
well water and surface wa- 
ter tests will be used to help 
tailor the plan to Maryland 
Last year, the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) adopted sev- 
eral label changes proposed 
by atrazine manufacturers. 
EPA designated atrazine- 
containing products as “Re- 
stricted Use Pesticides” be- 
cause of ground water con- 
cerns. Restricted use pesti- 
cides can be applied only by 
or under the direct supervi- 
sion of a certified pesticide 
applicator. The label 
changes were made to re- 
duce the amount of atrazine 
entering water sources. 
“We believe that the EPA 
label changes, combined 
with a management plan 
specific to our particular 
conditions, will reduce po- 
tential for atrazine incur- 
sions into Maryland waters. 
This approach should re- 
duce runoff and have a posi- 
tive effect on water sources 
during the first year it is 
impleinented,” Walker said.

Can You Reduce The Insecticide 
For Corn Rootworm Control? 

During the last week | read a couple of articles suggest- 
ing that a reduced amount of insecticide would give control 
of corn rootworm. It may very well do so, but 1dohave a word 
of warning. Is your insecticide applicator on your planter 
putting on exactly what it is supposed to? One article 
indicated that you could reduce the insecticide asmuch as 25 
percent. If you do reduce the amount, you had better make 
sure your applicator is precisely set. Secondly, | would 
advise youtoonly reduce the insecticide on fields that didnot 
have a large population of the beetles last fall, plus I would 
only do it on a limited amount of acres to get a feel for how 
the reduced amount responds. | do believe we must keep 
trying to use less chemicals on our soils but we must do it a 
step at a time. 

EPA Report Blames Water Quality On Farming 

Agriculture takes its lumps in a just-released report on 
water quality. Most water quality problems, says the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency, come from “wet-weather run- 
off” from farming, grazing, construction, forestry and min- 
ing. More than half the river and lake pollution comes from 
agricultural runoff. Wetland losses are due mostly to resi- 
dential and commercial land development, but the report 
also blames agriculture.

Celebrate Spring 
By Planting A Tree 


If you want to do some- 
thing nice for yourself, your 
community and the envi- 
ronment this spring, try 
planting a tree There's no 
better way to celebrate 
Maryland Arbor Day on 
April 1 or National Arbor 
Day, April 24 

In addition to their obvi- 
ous aesthetic value, trees 
provide a variety of envi- 
ronmental contributions, 
says Raymond Busmans, a 
horticulture specialist at the 
tlome and Garden Informa- 
tion Center of the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service, 
Maryland Institute for Ag- 
riculture and Natural Re- 
sources. They: 

° use carbon dioxide and 
give off oxygen, 

* cool the environment 
by providing shade and re- 
leasing water vapor, 

* help stabilize the soil 
and reduce erosion, 

* decrease storm-water 
runoff, 

* reduce noise pollution, 

* help cut home heating 
and cooling costs, 

° remove pollutants from 
the aur, and 

* attract and shelter 
various kinds of wildlife 

These qualities are what 
makes trees important in 
terms of environmental! 
health on a global scale 
Unfortunately, the world’s 
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tropical forests are being 
damaged or destroyed at a 
rate of 40 million acres a 
year -- an area about the 
size of Tennessee. And for 
every new tree planted in 
the average American city, 
four die or are removed 

So efforts by individuals 
to help “reforest” their com- 
munities by planting and 
caring for trees properly are 
more important than ever, 
according to Bosmans 

He offers the following 
tips for successful planting 
of trees purchased at gar- 
den centers: 

° Prepare the site by loos- 
ening the soil in a wide area 


-- five times wider than the 
actual plant hole. Do not 
dig deeper than the root ball, 
or the tree could sink in the 
ground too deep as the svi! 
settles 

* In heavy clay soils, 
plant the tree with the top 
of the root ball higher than 
the existing soil line. Grade 
the soil out gradually from 
the root ball to keep it se- 
cure and to prevent the root 
ball from drying out. 

* Remove the wrapping 
cords and cut the burlap 
loose from the root ball Most 
trees come with their roots 
in burlap. The cords used 
today on balled and burlap- 
ped roots are usually made 
of plastic, and the burlap is 
often treated to retard de- 
cay while in the nursery. If 
not removed or at least cut 
loose, both the cords and 
the treated burlap could 
interfere with the normal 
growth of the tree's trunk 
and roots (Some trees come 
in plastic containers. When 
removing the tree from the 
container, inspect the roots 
and look for roots that spi- 
ral around the pot. If not 
spread outorcut, these roots 
can become girdling rvots 
when the tree gets older.)

* Do not stake the tree 
Contrary te gardening books 
and popular practice, a prop- 
erly planted tree does not 
require stuking In fact. re- 
search has shown that the 
natural movement of the 
trunk by the wind actually 
stimulates root growth and 
increases trunk caliber. 
However, in extremely 
windy locations and very 
soft soil, staking may help 
to keep the tree upright 
until its roots get estab- 
lished. 

* Do not prune back the 
tree after planting. It was 
once thought that a tree's 
primary food reserve wasin 
the rvots and that pruning 
a tree after planting was 
important Today, we know 
trees store a great deal of 
carbohydrates in their 
branches that are needed to 
help promote new root 
growth, Therefore, it 1s no 
longerconsidered necessary 
to“balance” top growth with 
root growth after planting 

* Do not add soil addi- 
tives, such as compost or 
peat moss to the planting 
hole. When these materials 
are added directly into the 
planting hole in heavy soils, 
the planting hole frequently 
becomes waterlogged and 
roots die. (You may incor- 
porate such additives into 
the soil when preparing a 
large planting area -- not 
individual holes -- for sev- 
eral trees and shrubs.) 

* Fertilization of anewly 
planted tree is helpful. Use 
a fertilizer analysis low in 
nitrogen and high in phos- 
phorus and potassium (i.e., 
5-10-10). Ideally, your soil 

should be tested before 
planting so that the recom- 
mended fertilzer can be 
worked into the soil ahead 
of time 

* Apply mulch to con- 
serve moisture, moderate 
soil temperatures and re- 
duce weeds around the tree 
A two-inch layer of bark 
mulch is sufficient and 
shouldextendout tothe dmp 
line of the tree to maximize 
the benefit Be careful not 
to pile mulch against the 
trunk because thiscan cause 
bark problems 

The decision whether to 
wrap a tree or not 1s a per- 
sunal one, according to 
Bosmans Trunk wrap is 
often used for the first sea- 
son after planting to help 
reduce sun scald on the 
bark Some arborists believe 
trunk wrapping 1s helpful, 
while others say it makes 
no difference 

Proper watering is not 
so subjective Newly planted 
trees should be watered 
when the soil below the 
mulch and in the root ball 
feels dry But be careful not 
to overdo it 

“Many people have in- 
advertently drowned their 
new trees by watering them 
too often,” Bosmans ex- 
plains

Against Fraudulent 
Loan Operations 


In the second issue of a 
new consumer advice publi- 
cation, “Tips for Tough 
Times,” Maryland Attorney 
General J. Joseph Curran 
dr., has alerted consumersto 
be wary of advance-fee loan 
operations, which have de- 
frauded hundreds of Mary- 
landers seeking financial as- 
sistance. 

“The real problem with 
these loans isthat they aren't 
loans,” Curran warnsin the 
new, one-page publication. 
"After you pay the fee, you 
either never hear from the 
loan company again, or you're 
notified that thecompany was 
unable tofind you aloan. You 
don’t get the loan you've 
counted on -- and you don’t 
get your fee back, either.” 

Advance-freeloan scams 
target the unemployed, people 
who are financially pressed 
or have bad credit, and small 
businesses looking to stay 
afloat, Curran said. Often 
these questionableloan firms 
obtain their fees by using 
courier services or delivery 
systems other than the U.S. 
Postal Service in order to 
avoid being detected and pros- 
ecuted by federal postal au- 
thorities, the Attorney Gen- 
eral noted. 

The new “Tips for Tough 
Times,” which is being dis- 
tributedthroughout the state 
via a communications net- 
work made up of local em- 
ployers, large agencies and 
service groups, lists a series 
of warning signals to watch 
out for in order to avoid being 
victimized by an advance-fee 
loan frauds. 

Curran said that the 
monthly “Tips for Tough 
Times” is available to any 
company or organization that 
wishes tocopy it for distribu- 
tion to employees or clients. 
Firms or agencies that re- 
quest it will receive a photo- 
ready copy of “Tips for Tough 
Times” that hasbeen person- 


alized with the name of the 
company or group that plans 
to circulate it.

Edwards Says Different Approach 
To Budget Should Have Been Taken 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards is not 
satisfied with the way the 
leadership of the Maryland 
1992 General Assembly is 
handling efforts to balance 
the state budget, and stated 
this week that a “different 
approach” should have been 
taken. 

Edwards believes legisla- 
tors “could have done more 
in trimming the budget 
without significantly hurting 
state operations.” In his 
view, the state of the econo- 
my would have been the 
only reason to have consid- 
ered tax increases. 

"If the economy was well, 
we wouldn't be looking at 
tax increases,” he said, add- 
ing that it now appears the 
economy is improving. 

Edwards explained that 
legislators should have ap- 
proached the budgetary 
process from a different 
starting point. Instead of 
Starting from the original 
baseline 1993 operating 
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budget, “which is business as 
usual, they should have 
started from the revised, or 
adjusted, 1992 budget -- the 
one that already reflected 
cuts made during the sum- 
mer session,” he said. 

He said an additional $30 
to $50 million could have 
been trimmed from the bud- 
get, noting, “They should 
have taken the time to do 
that.” Specifically, he said, 
the group with which he was 
working managed to produce 
a budget that required only 
an additional $175 million in 
revenue but that an addi- 
tional $400 million will be 
needed for the baseline 1993 
budget proposal. 

Edwards also stressed 
that it would have madc 
more sense to cut state oper- 
ations one to two percent 
across the board since “busi- 
ness is no? as usual.” 

He stated that the assem- 
bly will be passing an early 
retirement bill which will 
produce a savings to the 
state of $17.7 million. But, 
he said, the savings is based 
on projections that, of the 
2,800 state employees eligi- 
ble for early retirement, only 
42 percent of half of them 
would take advantage of it. 
That works out to approxi- 
mately 6-700 employees, he 
said. 

"I think we should have 
assumed that all of those 
eligible would take advan- 
tage of early retirement and 
planned not to replace 1,400 
of those positions -— if we did 
that, we could save the state 
a total of $25 million (count- 
ing the positions already

“We wouldn't be firing 
anyone and we'd still have 
more state employees than 
we had six years ago,” he 
added. He noted that the 
move would not negatively 
impact the state and would 
make for a “comfortable, fair 
and equitable” solution and 
one that would “allow flexi- 
bility.” 

When Edwards was asked 
if the current situation with 
the budget was the result of 
legislators waiting too long 
to deal with the budget or if 
the budget issues were just 
too complicated, he respond- 
ed by stating, “A little of 
both.” 

Reports indicate that 
budget negotiations are still 
at a deedlock and that the 
General Assembly will most 
likely be meeting an extra 
week to come up with a 
solution. Edwards stated 
that each extra day the as- 
sembly is in session, costs a 
reported $20,000 


Farm Equipment 
Business Hit 
By Fire Tuesday 


One building of a local 
farm equipment business 
was severely damaged by an 
accidental fire Tuesday 
morning. 


Oakland, Deer Park, and 
Terra Alta volunteer fire 
departments were sum- 
moned at 8:40 a.m. to Ernest 
Schrock Farm Equipment 
along Underwood Road 
about three miles south of 
Oakland. Upon their arrival, 
they discovered heavy smoke 
and flames coming from the 
second story of a block build- 
ing with a sheet metal roof 


Intense heat and explod- 
ing paint cans hampered 
initial efforts by fire fighters, 
but they brought the blaze 
under control in about a 
half-hour and were success- 
ful in saving an attached 
buikling, while Schrock and 
other employees managed to 
safely remove farm machin- 
ery from the ground level of 
the building that was on fire. 


The blaze originated 
&round a wood stove on the 
ground level of the building. 
Schrock said he had put 
wood on the fire earlier that 
morning and may have left 
an aerosol can too close to 
the stove. He said when he 
return to the shop, the door 
of the wood stove was wide 
open and flames were shoot- 
ing up and around the flue 

There was no estimate of 
damage, however most of the 
contents on the level of the 
fire, which included a wide 
variety of engine parts, 

gears, and pulnt, were de- 
stroyed or damaged. Schrock 
told fire officiats that he had 
no insurance o1 the proper- 
ty 

Also responding to the 
scene were the county air 
cascade vehicle, a Potomac 
Edison Company crew, and 
the Southern Rescue Squad 
There were no injuries re- 
ported. 

Firemen remained on the 


scene for just over an hour 
and a half. 


Health Dept. To Implement Breast, 
Cervical Cancer Screening Program 


Garrett County Health 
Officer Dr. Rex Archer an- 
nounced this week that a 
$50,000 to $70,000 grant will 
be received by the depart- 
ment for the purpose of 
offering breast and cervical 
cancer screenings to unin- 
sured women. Archer expects 
the program to begin no 
later than July but that 
unresolved local and state 
funding issues will be the 
main determining factor. 

Dr. Archer reported that 
breast cancer is the second 
largest cause of death among 
women, both nationally and 
statewide, and when the 
cancer is detected early on, 
the cure rate is dramatically 
increased. Once the cancer 
has spread, however, the 
cure rate is quite low. 

The Rural Health Out- 
reech Grant is being provikl- 
ed in an effort to make the 
screenings more widely avail- 
able to women who do not 
have health insurance 

“One of the critical things 
we've become aware of is 
that women past the child- 
bearing age are not getting 
themselves to the doctor for 
regular check-ups,” stated 
Archer, who urged that 
women with insurance get 
cancer screenings a8 Soon as 
possible if they have not 
done so recently, and that 
uninsured women plan to 
take advantage of the 
screenings to he offered at 
the health department 

Archer also emphasized 
that cervical cancer is “total- 
y preventable” but of not 
detected early, will most 
likely result in death 

The health depert ment is 
also developing a program to 
distribute nicotine petches to 
smokers who are trying to 
quit. 


"I'm extremely excited 
about this,” said Archer, who 
added that the patch was 
developed with the same 
technology used for cardiac 
patches. Nicotine is time- 
released into the system 80 
that the smoker does not 
have to contend with the 
physical addiction while 
working to control the psy- 
chological addiction.” 

"The smoker actuelly hes 
to cope with grief while 
quitting.” he said. “It’s like 
losing a loved one.” 

Archer stressed that the 
patch works most effectively

State Superintendent of 
Schools Nancy S. Grasmick 
recently released results of 
challenging new state tests 
she said mark the beginning 
of a new phase of the state’s 
school improvement effort 
that will ensure a better qual- 
ity of education forevery stu- 
dent.

“We need to work together 


to validate procedures and 


ensure that we have the moat 
comprehensive and accurate 
information for school 
improvement,” Dr. Grasmick 
3aid. 

“Much of our success will 
depend on our collaborative 
efforts to improve our data- 
gathering,” Dr. Grasmick 
said. She emphasized that 
“the participation of class- 
room teachers is essential to 
the successof the assessment 
and school improvement ef- 
forts.”

The Schoo! Drop-Out 

There are ten goals which the State of Maryland has set 
for the public schools to be attained by the year 2000. Two 
of these goals have to do with the completion of school. One. 
95% of all Maryland's students will receive a high school 
diploma and will be prepared for post-secondary education, 
employment, or both. Second, 90% of Maryland's students 
who drop out of school will secure a high scho.! diploma by 
age 25 For the 1990-91 school year our drop- "it rate was 
3.5%. The state as a whole had a drop-out rate of 4.3% for 
the same year. The drop-out rate is defined as thy percent of 
students in grades nine through 12 who withdrew from 
school before graduation or before completing a Maryland- 
approved educational program during the July through June 
academic year 

The answer to the question of why youny people drop out 
of school is a complex one. I would like to suggest two 
thoughts. First, the problem is not confined to the high 
school years, although that is where the drop-out statistic is 
determined. The problem begins early with youngsters 
wherein things like their self-esteem are not cultivated to a 
point at which they feel good about what they are doing in 
school. Consequently, by the time they get to the “quitting’ 
or drop-out age they are only too ready to leave. The second 
point is that much of the youngsters’ feelings are formed by 
what we expect of them. In particular, if parents do not 
work together with schools in communicating consistently 
high expectations many youngsters will be inclined to take 
the easy way out. 

In our Garrett County schools we are trying to meet this 
problem in several ways. Beginning at the elementary level 
we have tried to implement an elementary guidance program 
which, together with the way our elementary teachers 
individualize instruction, will build self-esteem in students. 
At the middle school level we continue to try to organize to 
individualize instruction through teaming of teachers, but 
also begin to provide special programs like the Continuum 
for Personal Adjustment ‘CPA) which deals with those high 
risk for drop-out children who may have severe emotional 
problems. At the high school level we continue the CPA 
program, but also provide the Maryland Tomorrow program 
which is especially designed for students with other high 
indicators of dropping out, such as failing grades, poor 
attendance, or low grade point averages. In addition, we of 
course try to work closely with youngsters who may have 
substance abuse problems, who may be pregnant. or have 
other problems which could lead to dropping out of school 
Finally, we do provide an evening school opportunity for 
those individuals who have already dropped out - this 
program, therefore. is an attempt to get a high school 
diploma in the hands of all those by age 25 even though they 
may have dropped out 

We fee] that we are making progress in that our drop-out 
rate for the 1989-90 school year was 4.4% while the past 
school year (1990-91) has improved to 3.5%. Hopefully, we 
can keep going in a positive direction, but it may not be 
easy

On a personal note and 
as a taxpayer, I bitterly

At board meetings, you 
are frequently asked about 
delays in appointments for 
evaluations and counseling, 
which you always deny 
Obviously you are mistaken 
and there are serious delays 
I] suggest you have persons 
who answer the telephones 
to give accurate infor- 
mation, always taking into 
account they are talking to 
individuals who are dis- 
turbed and upset and who 
need help with their mental 
health problems 

If your mental health 
programs are to survive 
these serious funding cuts, 
then your staff will have to 
be trained to show normal 
and appropriate concerns 
towards those who need 
their services, and t& ensure 
that these services are 
rendered with the highest 
professional counseling and 
in the shortest possible time

Child Abuse Prevention Month 


The Scope of the Problem in Garrett County 
hy Robert T. Stephens, director of the Garrett 
County Office for Children, Youth and Families, Inc. 


April has been designed as Child Abuse Prevention 
Month. The following 1s the first in a series of articles 
sponsored by the Garrett County Children and Family 
Council 

Most children in Garrett County are healthy, happy, 
andsecure. They have families that are warm, loving, and 
caring. Their childhood is filled with learning, dreaming, 
and growing; while their future 1s full of hope and promise 
These children are our future, as they will become the 
leaders of tomorrow, and will, with guidance, become com- 
petent and caring parents. 

There are however, asmall minonty of children whoare 
in harm's way. These children may look just like all other 
children. A closer louk will reveal that they may not be 
healthy, they probably are not happy, and in most cases are 
not secure. These children are abused and neglected. They 
come from all backgrounds and socio-economic groups. 
Many of their parents will maintain that their families are 
warm, loving, andcaring families. These children are also 
ourfuture. They will in some cases, with the nght guidance, 
hecume competent andcaring parents. The problem is that 
many will not. 

In Garrett County last year the Department of Social 
Services had 57 reports of child abuse and 105 reports of 
child neglect. This is probably only a small portion of the 
actual number of abuse and neglect cases in the county. 
Experts in the field note that only 25% to 50% of all child 
abuse fatalities occur in families known tochild protection 
agencies. Thisstatistic makes you wonder ifless than half 
of the families where achild is killed are known to authori- 
ties, then how many more casesofless severe, chronic abuse 
gounreported. 

Child abuse 1s also a nationid tragedy. The National 
Committee for Prevention of Child Abuse reports that “in 
1990, there were more than 2.5 millon reports of child 
abuse, aninerease of more than 30% since 1985 and 100% 
since 1980." Although in recent years a great deal of 
attention has been given tochild abuse that takes place in 
public settings, less than 2% of reported abuse cases took 
place in a foster care or child care setting. What all of this 
meansis that child abuse ison the increase, and primarily 
it ison the increase in family homes. 

Understanding the people who abuse children isthe first 
step inthe prevention of child abuse. There is no “typical” 
profile for a child abuser. They come from all economic, 
ethnic, and social groups. Most are ordinary people not 
unlike yourself, who are having personal problems. Very 
few are mentally ill. Most know and even love their victim 
yet they harm them hecause oftheir inability tocope with 
the many pressures and strains occurring in their lives 

such asmarital problems, financial troubles, iliness, and or 
alcohol and drug abuse. Some have a history of being abused 
themselves and may grow up thinking that abusive behav- 
ior is “normal.” Others suffer from low self-esteem, or just 
lack the knowledge of parenting skills which could help 
them cope with their child's behavior. 

If you are an abuser, or if you are afraid because you 

sometimes lose your cool with your children, the most 
important thing todo is confide in someone. Surprisingly, 
you will find that most people have at times felt like they 
have lust control and may be able tohelp you. The fullowing 
isa list of some of the formal resources available in Garrett 
Couaity both for the protection of victims and tohelp vbtaun 
help for abusers, or potential abusers.

Growth Bill 
Passed By 
Senate Comm. 


A growth management 
bill was unanimously 
approved last week by a 
Senate Committee, after 
being amended from the 
version that was approved by 
the House of Delegates. 

The bill now seeks to 
require consistency in local 
development ordinances and 
omits the language that had 
specified local governments 
not be required to imple- 
ment growth plans if they 
were financially unable to do 
80. 
The amended form of the 
bill is reportedly more 
palatabie to environmental- 
ists who have said the 
measure does not go far 
enough in containing growth 
and protecting the environ- 
ment. 

The original bill (HB 1195 
- The Economic Growth and 
Resource Act of 1992) places 
the task of protecting growth 
and the Chesapeake Bay in 
the hands of local govern- 
ments, allowing them to 
designate their own sensitive 
areas and protect them, 
provided they are financially 
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able to do ao. The bill also 
calls for each local jurisdic- 
tion to update its compre- 
hensive growth plan by 
1997 


Senate Defeats 


Assault Gun Ban 


The Senate Judicial 
Proceedings committee last 
week killed an amendment 
to a reportedly unrelated 
gun bill that would have 
banned some 48 assault 
weapons. 

According to reports, the 
amendment was tacked on 
to the gun bill in an effort to 
resurrect the adminis- 
tration’s assault gun ban, 
voted down by the Senate 
committee earlier this 
month. 


Leadership Academy 
To Hold. Conference 


This Weekend In Pa. 


The Mon Valley Tri-State 
Leadership Academy willhold 
anorientation conference at 
Nemacolin Woodlands, Far- 
mington Pa., on April 3 and 
4. The conference will pro- 
vide participants with an 
overview of the leadership 
academy, its vision for the 
Mon Valley and a chance to 
meet with instructors and 
other participants. The 
classes, set to begin April 6, 
are designed to strengthen 
the skills of potential com- 
munity and economic devel- 
opment leaders. 

The academy curriculum 
will consist of four modules 
which will provide partici- 
pants with an in-depth view 
of the valley’ssocio-economic 
and institutional settings. 
Interactive instruction will 
give participants the skills, 
conceptsand analytical tools 
they need to interveneeffec- 
tively asleaders. Sessionsin 
each module meet weekly for 
ten evenings; four modules 
will be scheduled over a pe- 
riod of two years.

Curran Issues 
Caution About 
Unlicensed Clubs 


Urging consumers to 
steer clear of health clubs, 
weight losscenters, and self- 
defense schools that have 
failed to comply with 
Maryland’shealthclublaw, 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
CurranZJr., this week issued 
alist of all the facilities that 
have legally registered with 
the Consumer Protection Di- 
vision of hisoffice as of March 
27 and therefore are quali- 
fied to do business in the 
state. 

The only two licensed 
clubs in Garrett County are 
Brenda's Body Shopand The 
Board Room, Oakland. 

Curran also said that 
charges have been filed this 
week against health clubsin 
Anne Arundel, Carroll and 
Prince George’scountiesthat 
have failed to comply with 
the state’s registration re- 
quirements. Hisoffice iscon- 
tinuing its investigation of 
other facilities believed to be 
violating thelaw, he added. 

Curran noted that health 
clubs, weight loss centers, 
and self-defense schools in 
Maryland received a regis- 
tration packet from hisoffice 
last June and were required 
to register with his office no 
later than September 1 

“If a health club you're 
considering isnot on thislist, 
it is not in compliance with 
Maryland’slawand youcould 
lose money if you join it,” 
Curran warned 

In addition to requiring 

that each such business reg- 
ister with the Consumer Pro- 
tection Division of the Attor- 
ney General's Office, the 
health club law prohibits 
businesses from collecting ini- 
tiation fees of more than $200 
or more than three months’ 
payment in advance unless 
the business had posted a 
surety bond to protect con- 
sumers’ payments should the 
facility shut down or never 
open, Curran said. 

All other businesses are 
prohibited from collecting 
such advance payments, the 
Attorney General added. 

The maximum bond that 
any club has to post is 
$200,000, Curran explained, 
so even if a club posts the 
maximum bond and then 
closes, consumers may re- 
ceive only a partial refund. 

“If you are planning to 
purchase morethan a three- 
month membership at a facil- 
ity that has posted the maxi- 
mum bond, ask the owners 
what percentage of your pay- 
ment will be protected by the 
bond incase the club closes,” 
Curran said. 

Since the state’s health 
clublaw was enacted in 1982 
and enforcement of it by the 
Attorney General's Office 
began, more than $600,000 
has been returned to con- 
sumers whose health clubs 
closedordidnotopen, Curran 
said. Today, the Health Clubs 
Registration UnitofCurran’s 
office oversees more than $8 
million in security posted by 
such facilities to protect the 
advance payments by mem- 
bers, the Attorney General 
said.

820,000 State 
Refunds Mailed 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller LouisL. Goldstein said 
that hisoffice hadmailed more 
than 820,000 state income 
tax refunds totaxpayers asof 
March 30, 1992. The average 
refund is now $348. “Our 
refund mailings are6% ahead 
of last year, partly because 
taxpayers are filing earlier 
this year,” Goldstein said 

Thecomptrollerurged the 
estimated 300,000 taxpayers 
due refunds who have not yet 
filed their tax returns that 
they should consider filing 
their state return electroni- 
cally with a qualified tax 
preparer.

MDE Modifies 
Potomac River 
Fish Advisory 


Marvland Secretary of the 
Environment Robert Per- 
ciasepe has announced the 
modification of a health advi- 
sory regarding theconsump- 
tion of fish caught in the 
Upper Potomac River be- 
tween Luke and Paw Paw, 
W.Va 

In-June, 1990 the depart- 

ment issued a health advi- 
sory recommending against 
eating bottom feeding fish -- 
such as channel catfish and 
bullheads -- and limiting con- 
sumption of all others. The 
advisory was issued after 
unacceptable levels of dioxin, 
asuspected human carcino- 
gen, were detected in fish 
samples from the region.

* Avoid eating channel 
catfish and bullhead variet- 
ies of bottom feeding fish 

* The advisory limiting 
consumption of all other spe- 
cies of fish has been lifted, 
with the exception of sun- 
fish. Since nosunfish samples 
were collected, the advisory 
to mit consumption to 14 
meals (112 ounces) per year 
remainain effect for thisspe- 
cies. 

“With regard tosport fish 
-- or top feeders -- of the 
samples taken in May and 
October, there was not a 
single sample with dioxin lev- 

els above the limit of detec- 
tion,” noted Secretary 
Perciasepe 

“Because there were no 
sunfish in the two most re- 
cent rounds of sampling, we 
are adopting the conserva- 
tive approach and leavingthe 
advisory in «fect for this spe- 
cies 

Themost recent sampling 
was conducted vy an inde- 
pendent laboratory for 
Westvaco Corporation under 
avoluntary dioxin reduction 
program the company initi- 
ated for its three bleached 
pulp mills. MDE worked with 
the company toestablish ap- 
propriate sampling pruce- 
dures. 

Since July 1988, West- 
vacohas reduced dioxinin its 
wastewater by more than90 
percent. The concentration 
of dioxin discharged to the 
Potomac River has beennon- 
detectable in all samplescol- 
lected since late 1989, Dioxin 
is a common by-product of 
some paper bleaching pro- 
cesses. 

This dioxin reduction 1s 
attributable tomorethan$15 
million in process modifica- 
tions at Westvaco's Luke mill 
Among the most important 
are the construction of anew 
bleach line and the replace- 
mentof some of the chlorine 
bleaching with chlorine diox- 
ide or hydrogen peroxide 
bleaching 

“We will continue tomon- 
tor dioxin discharges from 
the Luke facility,” added See- 
retary Perciasepe “Westvaco 
has made substantial im- 
provements, and the results 
bode well for the future.”

CIIARTER HOME RULE FOR GARRETT COUNTY 
Article Il 
Administrative Branch 

Just asthe Board of County Commissioners is the chief 
administrative authority of the county, so would the county 
council be the chief administrative authority. Just as 
county commissioners now have acounty administrator, so 
would the county have acounty administrator. 

The big difference is that the charter would provide for 
Official recognition of acounty administrator and his term 
of appointment. It also documents his responsibilities and 
duties and provides for hiscompliance therewith or removal 


from office. 


Alsonote that the compensation of the county adminis- 
trator isto be established by enactment of legislation. 
Composition 
The administrative branch is composed of the county 
council, county administrator, county attorney, and heads 


of administrative agencies. 


The county council is chief administrative authority 
with all administrative powers of former county commis- 


sioners. 


Thecounty council shall appoint acounty administrator 
fora term of 4 years, whomay be considered for reappoint- 


ment. 


The county administrator shall hold amaster's degree in 
either public administration or business management or 
have attained an equivalent experience, and be subject to 
removal for inefficiency, willful neglect of duty, or misbehav- 
ior. Under the direction of county council, the count: 
administrator shall: direct and supervise all agencies of the 


county government; with approval of council, appoint, 
suspend, or remove the head of each agency of county 
government; assure all laws and provisions of the charter, 
subject to enforcement by hinyheror by employeessut:ect 
to his/her direction and supervision, are faithfully carried 
out; submit to council a detailed report of finences and 
administrative activities for the preceding ycar and n:ake 
copies for distribution to the public; and keep ile council 
fully advised as tothe financial condition and future needs 
of the county.

At a special workshop in 
Annapolis, Grasmick and 
staff of the State Department 
of Education released first- 
year results of the assess- 
ments and discussed their 
use in school improvement 
efforts.

Tire Recycling 

Maryland Environmental 
Service, the waste manage- 
ment agency of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR), announces the release 
of the Request for Applica- 
tions(RFA) to participate in 
Maryland's Scrap Tire Recy- 
cling System. The state is 
secking ways to recycle the 
4.7 million automobile and 
truck tires Marylanders 
throw away every year and 
the 15 million which have 
been disposed in 24 stock- 
pilesthroughoutthe state. 

Last year, the state en- 
acted alaw requiring Mary- 
land Environmental Service 
to place intooperation scrap 
tire recycling systems by 
1993 for counties with popu- 
lations of more than 150,000 
and by 1994 for the amaller 
counties. In 1994 tires will be 
banned from landfills. 

In order to fund the sys- 
tem and to recycle tires in 
existing stockpiles, in Feb- 
ruary the state began collect- 
ingaSl tire recycling fee on 
eachnew tire suldinthe state. 

Maryland Environmental 
Service Director George 
Perdikakia stated, “Stock 
piled tires pose a serious 
threat to public health and 
safety in that they create a 
perfect habitat for rodents 
and moaquitoa and if ignited, 
theyburm with the ferocity of 
gasoline or kerosene. Tires 
also take-up valuablelandfill 
space, when in fact, they are 
recyclable.” 

Maryland Environmental 
Service is seeking proposals 
from companies or individu 
alathatcanrecycle, reuse or 
dispose of tires without put 
ting them in a landfill, The 
state in looking for the pro- 
ceasor processeathat present 
the most technically feasible, 
economical and envirenmen 


tally sound solution to the 
scraptire problem.

Unfortunately, these daysthe concept of affordable 
hospital care may seem like an impossibility 

But acloser look shows that hospitals are making real 

progress in holding down costs. One way that's popular with 
everyone is by keeping patients out of expensive hosp:tal 
heds when less costly alternatives are available. Between 
1983 and 1990, hospitals took one of every 15 beds out of 
service. The number of patients hospitalized and the time 
those patients stayed in the hospital dropped ~ nificantly. 
But haspital outpatient visits - usually preferry dby patients 
as well as those who pay the bills - rose 40 percent. 

The strategy 1s paying off Forvears n.d annual growth 
inhospital spending has been heldto Jessthan two percent 
- about that of the overall economy 

Why, then, does everybody complain about hospital 
costs? Why does the nation’s overall health care bill con- 
tinue to rise? Three factors are pushing costs up 

1) New technology offers hel pfor alonger and better life, 
but it carries a high price tag. Nationally, the annual cost 
of saving sick babies in our high-tech neonatal units runs 
about $1.5 billion. Advances such as hip replacement, 
coronary-artery bypass grafts, dialysis forchronic kidney 
failure, CT scanning, and organ transplantation account 
for at least half the increase in costs over the past 10 to 20 
years, according toexperts 

2) Patients admitted to hospitals today are those who 
need the most expensive care. As our society ages and the 
shift to outpatient care continues, patients in hospital beds 
are the very sickest, and they need more highly trained 
workers tocare forthem

Focusing on our “Moments Of Truth” 

The role of small businesses that provide services for 
customersis more important in today’s economy than ever 
before. More than three quarters of all jobs created in the 
United States during the last decade have been in service 
industnes. InGarrett County, more than 50 percent of those 
employed work for service-rel ated businesses. Service-ori- 
ented businesses, which include restaurants, resorts, mo- 
tels, retail stores, hospitals, cleaners, cleaning services, 
home maintenance services, marinas, and banks are a vital 
part of our local economy. 

The lifeblood of these businessesis repeat customers. As 
customer loyalty increases over time, the customers’ value 
to the business increases. While customers are seeking 
quality products, they also wantto be treated well and will 
return to places that emphasize quality customer service. 
Sixty-eight percent of customers who stop doing business 
with a particular establishment do so because of employee 
indifference toward the customer. When customers are 
satisfied with the service they return again and again. 

What is a customer worth to a business? The average 
grocery store customer will spend $100 a week at that store 
Over a 10-year periodthis adds up to $50,00U. The average 
unhappy customer will tell his or her story to at least nine 

other people. The impact of losing one customer is substan- 
tial. but the financial implications of losing upto 1Omore as 
aresult of one unhappy customer is overwhelming 

It’s vital, then, that those working with customers 
provide quality customer services that will bring the cus- 
tomers back. How does this happen? It begins with the 
management of the business knowing the customers, under- 
standing theirneeds, and making sure that the service isin 

line with those needs. Once that is done, managers need to 
train their employees to provide service that 1s consistent 
with these needs 

Jan Carlzon, president of Scandinavian Airlines revital- 
ized his airline by traming his employees to successfully 
deal with “momentsof truth." Amomentof truth 1s defined 
as “an episode in which the customer comes into contact 
with aspect of the organization and geta an impression ofthe 
quality of its service.” Carlzon believes that each employee 
works with acustomercontrols the outcome of “momentsof 
truth’ through hisorher behavior toward the customer. If 
theemployee is unfriendly or uncooperative, the moment of 
truthisnegative. If the employee isfmendly and cooperative 
the moment of truth shines. Making Scandinavian Airlines 
profitable by focusing on customer service wasan incredible 
undertaking since it involved, providing customer service 
and teamwork training for thousandsofemployees. 

It isoften easier for smaller businesses to achieve a level 

of service quality that outshinesa larger company because 
changes can be made quickly and it’s easier tohelp people 
develop theirskills. Soon Garrett County will be inthe midat 
of a new season that will fill our businesses with local 
customers aswell as visitors. Now is a good time to focus our 
attention on assuring that “the momenta of truth” in our 
businesses will all be shining ones.
